Didsbury drops down in 
Communities in Bloom competition

Didsbury Review 

No one came forward to head 
up the Communities in Bloom 
committee so town council was 
forced to drop down into the 
non- competitive category in the 
competition for 2006. 

When council first approved 
the idea it was to be a communi¬ 
ty driven beautification and 
improvement program for the 
town. 

The town promoted the idea 
and made a presentation to the 
Didsbury Chamber of 
Commerce, who in return 
endorsed the campaign and sent 


out notice to its members that 
volunteers were needed for a 
Communities in Bloom commit¬ 
tee. 

“Everyone’s feedback was 
very positive, but no one had the 
time to put forth,” said Roy 
Brown, interim CAO for the 
town. 

At Tuesday’s town council 
meeting council was presented 
with three options about what to 
do with the competition with no 
volunteers. 

Option one was for the town 
staff to run the program and 
continue witli the competition. 
The concern from town officials 
was that the timeline for the 


event was limited and so are 
staff resources. 

The second option was that

the town withdraw from the 
competition, losing the registra¬ 
tion fee. Although the simplest 
idea, council felt it did not meet 
the objectives that were put for¬ 
ward in joining in the first place. 

The last option was for the 
town to drop down into the non¬ 
competitive category for this 
year, and let the competition 
serve as a valuable learning 
experience for what it takes to 
excel in the program and gener¬ 
ate new ideas for Didsbury from 
discussion with the judges. 

“We will go through the same 
process and get feedback from 
the judges about what we are 
doing well and how to enhance 


the aesthetics and environment 
of the town," said Brown. 

If then the community is more 
ready and willing to help with 
the program in 2007, Didsbury 
would have an added advantage 
for not participating in 2006. 

The only financial implications 
the town would need to consider 
would be hosting the judges and 
possibly having to pay for lodg¬ 
ing. 

“Communities in Bloom is 
intended to be a community run 
program with the assistance and 
participation of town staff and 
council," said Brown . “The sup¬ 
port for this program has not 
been sufficient to date.”

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Town offers new incentive 
for management

A new town program is 
expected to increase 
town revenue and 
decrease expenses by 
offering the town man¬ 
agement team an incen¬ 
tive if they met certain 
expectations. 

The Management team 
incentive program is 
based upon two per cent 
of annual salary for the 
team and two per cent 
for the individual man¬ 
agers. 


Tuesday night at town 
council, council 

approved the criteria 
managers need to follow 
to receive the bonus. 

The criteria were 
established by both man¬ 
agers and council. On 
April 26 the town man¬ 
agement team discussed 
the criteria they wanted 
to recommend to coun¬ 
cil. 

It was required the cri¬ 
teria be specific and 
measurable, not some¬ 
thing like ‘the managers 
display a positive atti¬ 


tude’ because that can¬ 
not be measured. 

The criteria council 
approved were: reducing 
overtime, reducing ener¬ 
gy consumption, achiev¬ 
ing 80 per cent customer 
satisfaction, decreasing 
the number of bad utility 
debts, reducing the 
amount of “lost” water, 
achieving 12 million dol¬ 
lars in building permits 
in 2006 and achieving 
less than 10 per cent in 
staff turnover annually. 

“This is the first pro¬ 
gram like this the town

has used,” said Roy 
Brown, interim (’AO for 
the town. “In the private 
industry it is a common 
practice to provide man¬ 
agement with an outline 
of expectations and 
incentives to achieve 
them.” 

The town of Carstairs 
presently uses the same 
program and they have 
been very successful 
with it, according to 
Brown. 

“Each manager is eligi¬ 
ble for a four per cent 
salary bonus upon suc¬ 
cess of meeting the goals 
of the town,” said Brown. 
“If we are successful the 
revenue of the town will 
increase and the expens¬ 
es will decrease.” 

At the end of 2006 
council will evaluate the 
program and consider an 
incentive for all its 
employees.

Fire ban still in 
effect due to 
dry conditions

Much of Central Alberta is still under a fire ban 
due to dry and windy conditions said Red Deer 
County Fire Chief Cliff Fuller. Last year's rain has 
resulted in tall grass; low snowfall over the win¬ 
ter and windy conditions have created a tinder- 
box across much of the province. 

"A lot of people think the fire ban should be off. 
But just before the ban took effect we had quite a 
lot of loss due to (brush) fire," said Chief Fuller. 

"Some parts of the County have received more 
precipitation than others, but you can't have the 
ban on one side of the street and not the other." 

He said that even with the ban in effect, people 
are still defying the order. But this can have unin¬ 
tended financial consequences. If the Red Deer 
County volunteer firefighters are called out for 
an out of control fire, where no permit was pur¬ 
chased, farmers and acreage owners are on he 
hook for the costs. A pumper truck will run $500 
an hour said Fuller, "and we need more than a 
pumper, our 'grass and bush rigs' are $250 an 
hour." Fuller said that the cost for the firefighters 
is often dwarfed in comparison what can happen 
during with fire. 

"We already had one fella this year who was 
using a bum barrel without a permit. It (fire) got 
away from him and burned down his barn." 

He pointed out that even with rainfall, a few 
days of warm, dry weather can quickly change 
conditions into what they are right now. 

The fire ban currently encompasses all outdoor 
fires, whether set with permission of the County 
or not and prohibits all fireworks. It does not 
apply to "fires contained in cooking and heating 
appliances or those fuelled by fluids, gases or 
charcoal briquettes or fires contained in industri¬ 
al facilities for operational purposes." 

A question on every camper's mind is "what 
about May long weekend?" Fuller said that if con¬ 
ditions persist, he doesn't expect to lift the ban 
anytime soon. 

"Look, I know it makes life a little more diffi¬ 
cult. I understand farmers have to burn their 
fields and campers want a fire," said Fuller. 

"This isn't the first time we've had the ban in 
effect. Every year the ban is in effect I'm under a 
lot of pressure to lift it. But they have to under¬ 
stand, I have to protect the safety of county resi¬ 
dents and my firefighters. I have 39-years of fire¬ 
fighting experience. I know what I'm doing." 

He said that other Central Alberta Counties are 
under the same ban. And they are seeing some of 
the same problems - people ignoring the ban. "We 
were actually called out to the southern end of 
the County last weekend. Three different county 
Fire departments responded to the fire in 
Mountain View," he said. "We were talking and 
they have the same issues we do this year." 

Fuller also said, "remember, it's not just the 
cost of fighting the fire. If you burn within the 
ban you can be charged and will have to go to 
court."

Accused gunman fails to 
make court appearance

A Carstairs resident who is facing 
numerous weapons related charges has a 
warrant out for his arrest after failing to 
make his scheduled court appearance last 
Mon., May 1 in Didsbury Provineal Court. 

Steven Barry Melville, 45, is facing 
charges after a standoff with RCMP, out¬ 
side of his Carstairs residence on April 4, 
and failed to make his first court appear¬ 
ance, so Judge Wilkins issued the warrant 
for his arrest which local RCMP officers 
will now try to enforce. 

“He failed to appear, and there will be a 
warrant issued for failure to appear (in 
court), and it will go back to a (RCMP) 
member to try and locate him and bring 
hint back to court," explained Didsbury 
RCMP Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer. 


On April 4, police had to barricade off 
streets, one square block around 
Manville’s home, while they made repeat¬ 
ed attempts to call the man who barricad¬ 
ed himself inside his house. 

Melville is accused of waving a rifle out¬ 
side of his residence as well as screaming 
and shouting, which supposedly scared 
local residents who contacted RCMP, 
which resulted in the standoff. Police units 
from both Olds and Didsbury responded. 

Melville was to face one count of care¬ 
less use of a weapon in court last Monday, 
as well as three counts of improper stor¬ 
age of firearms. 

Besides firearms, O’Dwyer explained 
that there were also different types of 
unsecured weapons located within the 
home, such as bow and arrows when 
police conducted a search, following his 
arrest on April 4.

Stop construction theft & vandalism program 


On behalf of the Board of Directors 
and Members of the Canadian Home 
Builders’ Association-Central Alberta, 
I wanted to pass along our thanks and 
gratitude for your coverage of the 
recently launched “Stop Construction 
Theft and Vandalism Prevention 
Program”. 

I especially want to acknowledge 
those newspapers that print weekly 
activity reports from their local RCMP 
Detachment, which highlight inci¬ 
dents of construction theft and van¬ 
dalism. 

In Central Alberta, the insurance 
industry estimates construction theft 
and vandalism costs consumers over 
$20 million. 

But aside from the economic- 
impact of construction theft and van¬ 
dalism Is the Industry’s concern for 
public safety. 

Active residential, commercial and 
industrial construction sites are haz¬ 
ardous enough for the skilled work¬ 
ers, and especially dangerous for chil¬ 
dren or the untrained youth or adult. 

A parent would rarely take their 
family for a tour of a road or bridge 
under construction, yet it is a very 
common occurrence to see children 
“playing" unattended in residential, 
commercial and industrial construc¬ 
tion sitc^s. The same site's that have 
the potential to injure or kill trained 
professionals. 

Touring new homes, or scrounging 
around construction site's, or “play¬ 
ing" on heavy equipment is not only 
unsafe' it is un-wise and unlawful. 

Many new basements are built tee 
10-fc'e't; a fall through an opt'n stair¬ 
well unsafe from that height w ill have 
dangerous and |>enn;me'nt conse- 
e|uences. 

The»se' “scrap-ends" could be spac- 
e>rs for framers to install lx>t ween wall 


studs. Moreover, with material and 
labour shortage's, one sheet of drywall 
or plyweKKl can delay construction for 
days, setting in course a chain reac¬ 
tion of delays indueling late posse's- 
sion date's for that new home, build¬ 
ing or plant. 

I Ieavy equipment has its name for a 
reason, fe»r if any piece of it to were to 
move or roll into someone it woulel 
have dangerous and permanent con¬ 
sequences. 

And then the're Is the emotional and 
sex-ial impact on familie's if an “inci¬ 
dent” does happen on a construction 
site, which may have consequences 
with an enormous price-tag. 

Why all the concern for the bottom 
line: Isn’t the economy booming; 
aren’t builders/develo|X'rs rich enough 
already? 

In Canada, the chance of recovery 
and return of a vehicle, tool(s), equip- 
ment or materials Is as low as 42% in 
some mqjor cities. 

By the very nature of our country's 
economic philosophy and structure, 
losses suffered by businesses and 
municipalities an' often "passed on" to 
customers. 

For example, n'tail "shoplifting" 
losses an- estimated at 20-billion dol¬ 
lars across Canada. Therefore, t he 
retail price lag we the customer sees 
includes the cost the business faces to 
replace "shoplifted" items. 

Theft of residential, commercial and 
industrial construction tools, vehicles, 
equipment, and materials are primari¬ 
ly sold to pawnshops, or resold as 
part of organized crime otherwise 
known as the “underground econo¬ 
my”. 

Smaller materials and supplies are 
often “borrowed or re-gifted" by good 
people thinking the item(s) were dis¬ 
carded or not needed by the contrac¬ 


tor. However, theft, no matter how- 
petty, Is still theft. 

In the residential, commercial, and 
industrial construction industry losses 
from material, equipment, tool, and 
vehicle theft including the losses from 
vandalism are added to the cost of 
construction translated into: 

-I ligher land costs. 

-I ligher housing costs. 

-Higher renovation costs. 

Higher building costs. 

-Fewer job opportunities. 

Which fuels the vicious cycle of 
wholesale and retail businesses trying 
to recoup these higher costs by "pass¬ 
ing" them on to customers. 

In December of 2005, the Canadian 
Home Builders’ Asswiation-Central 
Alberta decided it needed to do some¬ 
thing for public safety and curb the 
economic impact on consumers. 

And in March of 2006, members of 
CHBA-Central Alberta, Red Deer 
Construction Association, Urban 
Development Institute-Red Deer, and 
Central Alberta Economic Partnership 
(CAEP) united and partnered with 
Crime Stop|x*rs to launch the “Stop 
Construction Theft and Vandalism 
Prevention Progr.un" - to educate you 
and your neighbours about the risks 
and haziirds in and around all con¬ 
struction sites, and to offer you and 
your neighbours a safe, anonymous, 
and rewarding way to report tips.

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The Town of Didsbury decided in March to participate in 
the Communities In Bloom program this year. Promotion 
of this program went ahead including a presentation to the 
Chamber of Commerce. Unfortunately, since no public vol¬ 
unteers came forward as yet Council directed 
Administration to drop down to the non-competitive cate¬ 
gory tliis year. Council indicated that they would like the 
Town to seriously consider full participation in the program 
next year. 

Council passed second and third readings to Bylaws 06-
